Hour-Minimum Wage Act,

issue with the farmer and fruit 
grower of California, for once on the 
statute books and in force not only 
would it necessitate a great curtail. 
ment in needed farm and orchard 
help, but in numberless instances the 
cost of production would be so greatly 
increased that entire industries would 
be wiped out and thousands of we!)- 
paid men thrown out of work. I¢ 
would hit California particularly, 

This in a marked degree applies to 
the great citrus fruit industry of the 
State, which would at once receive 
the hardest blow in its history, one 
beside which the questions of freight 
rates, refrigeration charges and even 
of tariff—vital as these sre—wouid 
pale into insignificance.

Distinguished European S cientist, Now Los Angeles 
Visitor, Will Soon Go to Congo and Undertake to Se- 
cure Hybrid “Missing Link” — Scientists Here Sug- 
gest Experiment Station on Southern California Island. 


WAITING completion of (plans 
A which will take him into the 
heart of the Congo in Africa, to 
experiment with anthropold apes in 
solving the problem of the origin of 
man, Prof. H. M. Bernelot-Moens, 
one of the greatest living naturalists 
of Burope, specialist in embryology, 
paleontology and anthropology, is 
making his home with friends, Mr. 
and Mrs. C. F. W. R. Bruns of Ram- 
part street at Wilshire, in this city. 
The creation of a new kind of be- 
ing, one that will bridge the chasm 
between the monkey tribe and the 
human, and one that will solve the 
problems of Darwin, Haeckel and 
other noted scientists of the century, 
is the great object in life of Prof. 
Bernelot-Moens, who is a native of 
Holland, but who has traveled and 
studied in all parts of the world and 
Written a number of highly impor- 
lant worka on subjects too deep for 
the ordinary reader. 

This distinguished scientist. headed 
et one time an expedition into Nubia, 
backed by the French government, 
and on this made exhaustive studies 
of anthropoidal apes, as well as 
natives om that African country. For

Pasteur Institute of Paris and@ has re- 
Celved numerous decorations for 
work accomplished.

Bernelot-Moens that in this manner 
the lower orders of man-—for ex- 
ample, the pygmy of the Congo— 
may be crossed with the man-]jke 
apes of which there are fcur species, 
the gorilla, champanzee, orang-ou- 
tang and gibbon. “These apes in their 
anatomical structure have a greater 
resemblance to man than other 
monkeys, their several physiology is 
identical with that of the human and 
their blood is also of the same for- 
mation,” gaid.the professor. 


WHAT KIND OF OFFSPRING? 

“The resulting offspring of the an- 
thropoid ape and man should re- 
semble the creatures, remains of 
which have been found In the Nean- 
der Valley near Dusseldorf; tn Spy 
near Namur; ina cavern of La 
Chapellie-aux-Saints tn Correze; at 
Krapina in Croatia and in the 
neighborhood of Heldelberg. These 
men of thousands of years ago «live 
proof that there lived men interme- 
diate between the ape and the pres- 
ent human,” 

Prof. Bernelot-Moens attaches 
much importance to varicus throw- 
backs, or examples of atavism, in 
which human beings have resembled 
ancestors of centuries back and 
nearly related to brute beings. He 
cites a number of well-known ex- 
amples which are importent in all 
paleontological studies and which 
would have great bearing on the ques- 
tion if it proves possible to carry 
out his proposed experiments in the 
Congo.

They Want Relief. 

The business houses located of 
Fifth street, between Olive and Grand, 
yesterday petitioned the Board 
Public Works and the City Council to 
give them relief from the parking of 
automoDiles in this block. They state 
that the bulk of their patronage is 
carriage trade and that the inability 
of their patrons to find stopping places 
for their autos in the block causes 
a serious curtailment of this trade. 


Council Sustains Board. 
The City Council has sustained the 
Board of Public Works in its stand 
requiring the Santa Fe Rallroad to 
lower its tracks to official grade at 
street crossings, from Central to West- 
ern avenues. 

For months the board been en- 
deavoring to secure the lowering cof 
the Santa Fe tracke at these crossings, 
The railroad officials maintain that 
as their tracks Were constructed be- 
fore the territory became a part of 
the city. and the street« were put 
across the tracks after the territory 
was annexed, they cannot be legally 
required to lower the grade. They 
desire the institution of a friendly suit 
to determine the right of the city to 
compel the action it insists upon. The 
action of the Council in adopting the 
report of the Board of Public Works 
will pave the way for the institution 
of such a suit by the City Attorney. 


Long Beach Avenue Opening. * 
In connection with the movement 
to require the Pacific Electric to bring 
to grade its tracks along Long Beach 
avenue and the streets crossed by its 
right of way on the four-track lines 
to Long Beach, or to construct a sub- 
way or an elevated structure in lieu 
thereof, the subject of opening and 
improving Long Beach avenue from 
Washington street southerly has again 
been brought to the attention of the 
Board of Public Works and it has 
approved the recommendation of the 
City Engineer and asks the City Coun- 
cil to again institute proceedings fcr 
such opening and widening. 
The movement for thig improve- 
ment was begun in November of 1906. 
It was again undertaken |! 909 and 
the various phases of the project 
dragged along in additional actions 
in the intervening years unti] March

Warten ©. Rollins, who built a spa- 
cious studio at San Gabriel several 
years ago, from which he was a com- 
manding view of the hilis and the 
mountains, has not given up his care- 
tully planned life-work, though its ful- 
filment has been somewhat delayed, as 
he nee been painting the landscape of 
Southern California for the past few 
years. 

This big work has been outlined at 
some length in Art and Artists. It 
will comprise a series of fifteen mura! 
panels, twelve feet by four in size, 
picturing the intimate life of the 
Indian from prehistoric 
times up to the present day. Rollins 
has lived among the Indians of New 
Mexico and Arizona for many 
has, indeed, made himself one of 
them, thus familiarizing himself with 
their thoughts and habits, their tradi- 
tions, their folk lore and their reii- 
gious beliefs and ceremonies. He has 
made dozens of studies and pictures 
of them, authentic records taken on 
the spot. One of these was used as & 
frontispiece to Norton's history of 
California, recently published. 

Rollins feels that he must go back 
to the Indian country again-—that he 
cannot proceed with his graphic ac- 
count of Indian life in America while 
he remains away from the Indian's 
‘country. The call has become 6&0 
urgent that at last he has definitely 
Gecided to leave in a few weeks, and 
to bulld his adobe studio among the 
Hopis of Northern Arizona, where he 
will remain at least six months, and 
more probably a whole year. He 
believes that the Hoepis of today can 
sive him all the material he may 
need for his fifteen historical subjecta. 

The artist was in Portland, Or., 
when he first became interested in 
painting the Indian. He had just read 
Baich’s romance, “The Bridge of the 
Gods,” whose scene is the Upper Co- 
lumbia River, and the story fred his 
imagination and roused his enthu- 
siasm. He went in search of models, 
and immediately sat down and painted 
his first Indian picture, “Invocation of 
Braho” (Braho being the spirit that 
intercedes with the Great Spirit tn be- 
half of mortals.) It created a sensa- 
‘tion, and was exhibited in vartous 
cities of the North. Rollins had found 


learned to know the 
present-day Indian more intimately 
than he, and no one paints him with 
greater sympathy and truth. He sees 
the poetry, the pathos and the pic- 
t ueness of Indian life, believing 
that are even truer than its dull- 
ness and squalor.

The Pseudo Art Critic. 

The pseudo art critic is a rson 
who writes what is called ticism 
without being in possession of the 


preliminary information, which is in- 
dispensable to the production of true

criticism. His chief anxiety ia to 
hide this deficiency from his read- 
ers, and to ieave the impression on 
their minds that he knows all about 
the fine arts. This is éasy or difficult 
in exact proportion to the cultiva- 
tion of his audience. 

Whenever a _ critic pretends to 
know everything, it is the surest sign 
that he knows nothing, that he has 
not eveh an idea of what it is to 
know anything thoroughly. The pre- 
tense to universality in art criticism 
is sure to be hollow, because human 
life is not long enough for a man 
to become a universal art critic, if 
he studied it for ten hours a4 day 
and never did anything else. 

The immediate object of a pseudo 
eritic is to discover defects: that 
of @ true one, to arrive at opiniona 
The false critic cannot, however. af- 
ford to point out defects of painters 
already canonized, because, by so do- 
ing, he would oppose the popular 
opinion, which he »olwavs takes care 
to conctliate. There {= this peeu- 
Warit) about painting, that tt is im- 
pessible te produce an abse'tely true 
picture, because some truths must 
alwaya be sacrificed to others. If. in 
a landscape, the relation of one 
she dow to ite Nght is truly given, the 
rest of the picture must be either 
false or out of harmony with that 
shadow. Again, color has to be 
sacrificed to light. and form to eolor. 
A painter has always to purchase 
troths with faleities, as men buy 
bread with money: and this neces- 
sity being not in the least under- 
stood by the public generally, offers 
to the pseudo critic infinite op- 
portunities for the exercise of his 
little art or trick of petty fault-fnd- 
ing.

DANGEROUS WHEN “SCARED.” 

He freely admits that there were 
times when he was scared, and the 
circumstances described certainly 
warranted consternation, but Stocking 
expiaina that he was always more 
dangerous when scared, and though 
he has been modest about it, never- 
theless, it is easy to see that more 
than once he had to fight “like a ton 
of wild cats.”

Stocking enlisted in the Fifth In- 
tantrv. Of that, he says: “For the 
last thirty years I have heard little 
and have nat read a line written on 
the grand work done by the Califor- 
nia column, enlisted in July, 1861, 
composed largely of miners, bull- 
whackers, mule-akiriera, bdbroncho 
riders and gamblers, with a sprinkling 
of lawyers, doctors aad merchants 
from Frieco, Sacramento and the 
mountain camps.

Johnson was a Mormon 
and had been taken by rufflans tw be 
lynched. Mra. Johnson implured 
Stocking to save her husband, and 
not being able to find assistants he 
went to the rescue alone. 

“When ¢ loped into . town, the 
streets, saloons and stores arvund iw 
center were practically deserted, for 
practically the entire population was 
grouped near the north end of the 
main street, where the vigilantes 
were massed about a telegraph pole, 
over whose cross-arm the stranglers 
had already thrown the free end of 
the rope they had knotted to Johnson's 
neck,” rune the narrative in “The 
Vanguard.” 

“The way I broke that strangier 
combination makes me lau te this 
day. it proved so easy, and yet I 
much. fear the plain truth of it will 
sound to the average reader an in- 
credible fable—or worse.

ANSWERS CRITICS 
OF LIBRARY SITE. 


In a statement addressed to ‘the 
residents of Boyle Heights regarding 
the library site at First and Chicago 
streets, the Boyle Heights Library Lot 
Committee made public the 
exact costs to be levied upon the 
property holders for the improve- 
ment. The statement announces 
that an erroneous impression has 
been created; that the total cost will 
not be more than $16,000, as against 
the estimate of $20,000 suggested by 
opponents. 

The statement, signed by Mra. R. 
uw. F. Vartel, chairman, reports: 
“When this committee worked on the 
subscription plan, before assessment 
districts for libraries were vided 
for, the Huntington Land Company 


it would be deeded for $10,000 for 
library use only. This did not include 
the corner triangle, which they valued 
at $2500. 

“When the assessment district was 
perfected, and the condemnation pro- 
ceeding took its regular course, the 
presiding judge struck an average be- 
tween the values as given by disin- 
terested real estate men, as witnesses 
fer the city, and the company's esti- 
mate, and fixed the price at $15,000. 
This also covers the triangle, making 
the total only $2500 more than the 
original estimates. No one will con- 
tend that it was unwise to secure this 
littie plat of green to face the lL- 
brary, rather than have it utilised for 
some objectionable building.” 

This assessment is to be spread over 
2500 lots, and no street paving or 
storm drain expense comes 
the district, as the city and library 
funds care for those improvements. 

As to the incidental expenses, the 
committee has learned from Col. W. 
G. Schreiber, chief of the Assessment 
Bureau, that they will not exceed 
$1000, and will probably not be more 
than $600. In contrast, the Central- 
avenue library lot cost $26,235. The 
reason for the delay in the building 
of the library is given as due to the 
congestion of work in the Assess- 
ment Bureau. 

The statement is given because of 
some opposition that has recently 
been created, in which exaggerated 
estimates of cost are said to have 
been used to alarm property owners. 
In concluding her statement, Mrs. 
Variel says: “This committee great- 
ly regrets that the community should 
be again stirred up over this subject, 
and it severely censures the chief 
promoter of the opposition, who ad- 
mitted to the chairman of this com- 
mittee that he did not mind the as- 
sessinents, but he did not want Mr. 
Huntington to get that much money.”

During the past year 
nearly $150,000 has been spent in-ex- 
tensions to San Fernando's splendid 
street system and in lighting provi- 
sions and as much more will be ex- 
pended during coming twelve 
months. 


At a cost of $40,000, T. J. Walker 
has just completed for the Fair View 
Mutual Water Company a complete 
pumping and distributing plant for 
the irrigation of the bench district, 
back of the town of Pacoima, and a 
mile and a half from San Fernando. 

During the past year over 300,000 
orange and lemon trees were shipped 
out from here and for this season 
360 carloads each of oranges and 
lemons have been shipped to the east- 
ern markets, with 100 cars yet to go. 

The Los Angeles Olive Growers’ As- 
sociation, which owns the mammoth 
olive grove to the northwest of San 
Fernando, said to be the largest in 
the world, reports one of the most 
prosperous years in its history. The 
concern has just put out $0,000 gal- 
lons In pickles and more than 120,000 
gallons in olive oil. 

Bumper hay and grain crops in 
this vicinity are assured, as condi- 
tions are the best in the history of 
the valley, and it is expected that the 
average will run the full 100 per cent.

[The Square Deal:] It is the boast 
of the unions that tn the interest of 
the om of the individual they 
ehould join a labor organization. How 
one can own himeelf and yet surrender 
any of hie rights to an organization 
is beyond any sensible man's compre- 
hension. Seldom, however, do we 
find such a complete case of the rule 
of unionism as is told in the Detroit 
Saturday Night. This publication was 
running a contest for the prettiest 
girl in a certain factory.

turday Night was an open shop 
publication Miss Quinn was compelled 
to withdraw from the contest. Follow- 
in@ is the letter of withdrawal to the 
editor of the Saturday Night: 

“Ag a member of Local 74, United 
Garment Workers of America, I want 
to inform you that the secretary of 
that body has written me requesting 
that I withdraw from the ‘prettiest 
girl contest now running in your 
paper. He states as his reason that 
your paper is unfair to organized la- 
bor.” 

There can be no better evidence of 
the surrender of individual rights than 
this letter. The facts are that the De- 
troit Saturday Night assumes the right 
to run ite own business and pay a bet- 
ter scale than the union wage and it 
operates an eight-hour day, but it 
simply declines to be a closed shop. 

We have always contended that 
union labor organizations attempt and 
do dominate their members in a man- 
ner that they would not submit to un- 
der any other circumstances; and if 
any organization other than a labor 
organization should attempt to do the 
things that they do in controlling the 
people, they would be branded as 
tyrants of the worst character. Some

{Kansas City Journal:} Before the 
faculty of the Kansas City Schoo! of 
Law and invited guests at a luncheon 
at the Midday Club yesterday Judge 
John D. Lawson, dean of the School 
of Law at the University of Missouri, 
discussed “Reform Procedure.” In aij 
about forty were present, Mayor Jost 
being a guest. 

Contrasting the courts of England, 
France, Germany and America, Judge 
Lawson said that the reason justice 
was more expeditious there than here 
was because of the larger part played 
there by the trial judge and the small- 
er part taken in the trial by the 
barrister, advocate or trial lawyer. He 
referred particularly to England. In 
England, he said, there are fewer ob. 
jections to evidence because there 
cases are prepared by a solicitor and 
tried before the court by a r, 
he being a trial lawyer solely and 


alone. 

“If the barrister makes objections 
to evidence which &@re not sustained 
by the court,” said Judge Lawson, “his 
client, the solicitor, probably would 
not give him another brief; that is, he 
would not be employed again to try a 
case for the solicitor. A barrister is 
selected for his great learning in the 
law and mot necessarily because of his 
financial or business success, therefore 
they are the highest type of men in 
that country.” 
Judge Lawson said also that judges 
in England do not have to worry with 
politics or lose any sleep because of 
Lhe attitude of party bosses. ey are 
appointed for life, he said, and the 
average salary of the high e 
judge is $25,000 a year; there being 
sixty-three Appellate judges in Lon- 
don. This gives them time to study 
and prepare each case, and, having 
independent means, they are enabled 
to work out adequate justice without 
fear, favor or affection. Judge Law- 
son also drew attention to the uni- 
versal sentiment of respect in which 
the English ing people hold 
their courts. 
“In England,” he continued, “cases 
are tried before three judges, one of 
whom sits as president of the court, 
corresponding here to a presiding 
judge or chief justice. The president 
of the court asks all questions of all 
witnesses. When he has concluded 
he inquires of the barristers on each 
side if they have any questions which 
they desire asked. If they do these 


questions are asked of the president 
and he interrogates the

Highway Locked by Deputies. : 


HE Casitas Pass is open. 
4% Motorists may now drive from 
Ventura to Santa Barbara over 

the scenic mountain road, 
Last Tuesday afternoon at about 4 
o'clock, the bridge which closed the 
pass was completed and a Studebaker 
“six” was the first car over the route 
after it was declared open, 
The road is dangerous. Motorists 
are warned to drive carefully as there 
are many sharp turns and the road- 
way is narrow along the mountain 
sides. The bridge across the Ventura 
River at the entrance to the pass 
from this side, is washed out. There 
were no warning signs up when the 
Studebaker returned Thursday night 
and drivers are werned against driv- 
ing onte the old road after dark, 

PASS ENTRANCE. 
About a mile up the river there is 
a narrow roadway through the trees.

tors. This is an open question. There is no reason why inven- 
tors should have any exceptional privileges and they never have 
had. But they merit a square deal, insofar as invention is the 
factor in efficiency of production. and is largely respon- 
sible for the manufacturing supremacy of the United States. Hence the 
question arises: what is the best method of stimulating the 
inventions and ensuring prompt disclosure? 
If, as frequently asserted, a corporation, by employing men of inven- 
tive minds and furnishing them the best equipped laboratories, libraries 
and assistants, can produce inventions of greater value than can be pro- 
duced by independent inventors, then the logical thing to do is to abolish 
the patent system. But if it is a fact that the great inventions have always 
been made by independent inventors, then the thing to do is to 
adopt as the platform of patent reform ‘‘Back to the Constitution,” and 
see to it that a patent gives to the inventor the reasonable security in an 

exclusive right which the Constitution intended he should have.

Among its peculiar industries is the can- 
ning of albicore, often called tuna, a new 
exclusive California industry which, it 
would seem, will never be possessed by 
any other place in the world. 

The albicore, a deep-sea fish, is, at pres 
ent, found only along the coast of Southern 
California, from Santa Barbara to San Dt- 
ego. Here in season, that is from about 
the first of June to the last of January, it is 
found in large numbers, and is easily

ably smaller. The former rarely exceeds 
fifty pounds in weight, whereas the latter 
frequently reaches more than three times 
that weight. Both are gamy, and angling 
for them, particularly the tuna, has long 
been an exciting sport for rod and reel fish- 
ermen at Catalina Island. Certain species 
of the tuma have been found in various 
places, notably in the Mediterranean, but, 
as already stated, the albicore seems pe 
culiar to the waters of the California coast.

The trays are stacked 
into rolling racks and run _ into sealed, 
steam-tight cookers. When cooked, the fish 
are placed on large cooking tables, and 
after becoming entirely cold are taken in 
charge by a corps of women, who remove 
all skin and bones and cut them into large 
single pieces that just fill a can. Only the 
white meat is used, and the pieces are 
packed in the cans with pure salad oil. 

Traveling chains carry the cans from the 
packing tables into automatic sealers, after 
which they are ready for retorting. The 
sealed cans are placed in steam-tight drums, 
where they are left in live steam for suffi- 
cient time for the oil to become properly 
cooked into the meat. After venting, the 
cans are ready for cleaning and labeling. 

Canned albicore is a solid white meat, a 
single piece usually to each can, and, unlike 
salmon, is entirely free of bones and skin.

The govern- 
ment, however, has recently undertaken 
the study of the habitat of the albicore, and 
it is possible, but scarcely probable, that 
the fish may be found to exist In a few 
other places. The albicore belongs to the

Healing by Electric Light. 

{Electrical World:] The 
value of electric light is now very gener- 
ally recognized by most physicians, and the 
most memorable work in light treatment is 
that of Dr. Niels Finsen of Denmark, whose 
labors in this field won for him the $50,000 
Nobel prize. Dr. Finsen discovered that 
the chemical rays of light destroy certain 
disease germs and by means of these rays, 
usually obtained from a powerful electric 
arc lamp, be has been able to effect a cure 
for lupus—an ulcerous disease which is 
rather rare in America, though common in 
Europe. The head of the Finsen Light In- 
stitute of Copenhagen has also successfully 
applied the electric are light in the treat- 
ment of patients suffering from surgical tu- 
berculosis.

One thing in 
favor of the sick was that after a lapse of 
years the greater part of the drugs lost 
their virtue.” 

Evidently the practice of medicine was 
not popular among the Spaniards, since 
they left it, in those early days, so exclu- 
sively to the foreigners. When Dr. Marsh, 
a@ graduate of Harvard College, and of its 
medical school, came to Los Angeles in 
1836, over the old Santa Fe trail, he found 
a clear field of operation. He complied 
with the usual condition which a foreigner 
—particularly an American—found essen- 
tial to his successful business operations 
with the Angelenos of those times—namely, 
that of naturalization. He made forma! an- 
‘nouncement of his presence, and of his in- 
tention to practice medicine and surgery. 
The members of the Muy Illustro Ayun- 
tamiento decided that “Don Juan Marchet” 
could not practice surgery without the per- 
mission of the Ayuntamiento. This an- 
nouncement was productive of the follow- 
ing, taken from the translation of the old 
archives of February 25, 1836: “A petition 
from Mr. Juan Marchet (sh at the end of 
a word being unknown to the Spanish 
tongte) asking to be permitted to practice 
his profession, was read. The Ill. Body de- 
cided to give him permission to practice 
medicine, as he has submitted for inspec- 
tion his diploma, which was found to be 
correct, and also for the reason that he 
would be very useful to the community.” 

It is stated that no one in Los Angeles 
was able to read Latin; and since the 
diploma was entirely in Latin, it became 
necessary to send it to the priest at San 
Gabriel for translation. And thus the old 
pueblo became the proud possessor of a 
real physician, and no doubt the denizens 
did their best to accumulate an adequate 
amount of disease to meet the necessity. 
The good man was obliged to accept hides, 
cattle and horses in payment, since there 
was little money in circulation. As this 
was inconvenient currency for a town doc- 
tor, Marsh yielded to necessity, abandoned 
his practice, and went to ranching on Los 
Midanos, near Monte Miablo, after a visit 
Ww Yerba Buena—San Francisco, then a city 
of but two houses. «He was murdered on

When Dr. Richard 8. Den was called to 
Los Angeles by a petition of the citizens, 
in 1844, he was but 23 years of age. He 
had qualified as obstetrician, and taken 
first certificate in public examination at the 
School of Anatomy, Medicine and Surgery 
in Dublin at 19, two years later sailing as 
ship surgeon to Melbourne, being singled 
out as the only doctor in the ship's employ 
who had ever landed his entire cargo of 
people alive and in good health. While in 
Mazatian he found by mere accident ‘that 
his brother; was in Santa Barbara, and this 
influenced this coming and remaining in this 
part of the country. 

It is related of his early days of practice 
here that he was summoned to treat the 
family of the Alcalde, which service he per- 
formed repeatedly, after a reasonable lapse 
of time presenting his bill. To his aston- 
ishment the Alcalde manifested great indig- 
nation, making it plam to the young Irish 
physician that he should feel honored in the 
privilege of serving so high a dignitary. 
But Dr. Den thought otherwise, and pressed 
his claim. The Alcalde promptly made an 
effort to prohibit the physician from prac- 
tice in this section. Dr. Den then produced 
his certificate of authority to practice, se 
cured from the Mexican government in 
1844. The Alcalde not only paid, but en- 


deavored to make amends by a superabun- 
dance of graciousness ever after. 

But the handsome young Irishman made 
a few enemies through the very stress of 
his popularity, which was very great among 
the ladies, he being « splendid entertainer 
and faultices At a certain dance 


he wee conspicuous figure in his immac- 
wlate linen, and other fine accessories. The

native gentlemen became furiously jealous 
of his social distinction and success with 
the gentler sex, and resolved to humiliate 


the hero. A dose of croton oil concealed in 


a glass of wine brought an embarrassment 
upon the young man which caused him to 
withdraw permanently from the life of so- 
cial functions. He became reserved—ec- 
centric as some chose to call it—and never 
married. 


He was chief physician and surgeon for 
the Mexicans during the war of 1846 and 
1847, but treated Californians and Ameri- 
cans impartially. He attended Don Benito 
Wilson and Thomas O. Larkin, securing the 
latter’s removal to more healthful quarters 
-—the home of Don Luis Vignes. He allevi- 
ated the conditions of the sick and wounded 
everywhere, with the consent of Gov. 
Flores, and responded to Capt. Gillepsie’s 
request for a physician. The doctor pros- 
pected at Sullivan's Diggings, practiced in 
the mining camp, and also in San Fran- 
cisco, being paid in gold dust—-$5 to $6 an 
ounce at the mines, and $12 in San Fran- 
cisco, and sometimes earning as high as 
$1000 in a day. He later gave his time and 
attention to his*cattle ranch—the San Mar- 
Santa Barbara county. He in- 
tended to return to his native country, and 
make an effort to recover his lost estate, 
but losses through drought thwarted him. 
He eventually returned to Los Angeles, to 
practice in honor and high esteem, well- 
beloved by all who knew him, to the end 
of his days. He was a striking figure as he 
rode out on his black horse every day, with 


beautiful saddle trappings. His hair wae 
wate ead Gao, Ris apes tine, Ste 


complexion rosy. He wore a tall tile hat, 


| gauntlet gloves and English leggings. 


“It was inevitable that Los Angeles 
should become a center for the very best 
surgeons and physicians,” declared Dr. J. 
P. Widney, as we sat in the big living room 
in his home among the foothills about Ave- 
nue 39, whole walls of which are windowed, 
admitting great seas of light, “because of 
the proximity of Drum Barracks, at Wil- 
mington; where from 1000 to 2000 troops 
were stationed for frontier service. I came 
in the. capacity of army surgeon with Gen. 
Gregg, and a steamer load of soldiers on 
the Orizaba—a wooden side-wheeler of 1000 
tons—in 1867. The old bell of the Orizaba, 
by the way, is now on the pier wharf at 
Port Harford, near San Luis Obispo. The 
government warehouse and the ship-build- 
ing plant were where the west basin of the 
harbor is now. 

“I was in the frontier wars for two years, 
part of the time in the field, part of the 
time in the hospitals. While I was sur- 
geon at Apache Pass | built a hospital for 
the post. I came to Los Angeles to remain 
on October 8, 1868. I found here Drs. Den, 
Griffin, Hayes, Kurtz and Orme, Dr. H. 8. 


Orme having come a few months before I 
did. The population did not exceed 4000 or 
5000 at the time, but there was plenty for 
all of us to do. Large numbers of people 
came from the interior for surgical treat- 
ment—from Utah, Nevada, New Mexico, 
Arizona.” 

The doctor then with modest dignity 
spoke about his boyhood days, and showed 
me the old flintlock gun he had used when 
a mere child in defense of his native State, 
Ohio, his handsome, sensitive face lighting 
up as he spoke of his education in the 
Miami University, he being one of ten sur- 
vivors of the class of 1864. He was grad- 
uated in medicine at the Toland Medical 
College, now the medical department of the 
University of California. 

Dr. Widney was the surgeon who patched 
up Vasquez, when he was brought into the 
city bleeding from a number of wounds. 
Widney was county physician at the time, 
and was left in charge of Vasquez in the 
jail. “Vasquez, judging from his demeanor, 
was badly, even mortally hurt,” says Dr. 
Widney. “He played the part so well that 


the irons had been taken off of him, and he 


was lying on his cot quite free. I made a 
careful examination of him, and immedi- 
ately summoned the Sheriff. ‘Put the irons 
on that man, and chain his arms to the bed,’ 
I commanded. ‘He's good for fifty miles of 
hard riding.’ 

“I have heard it said that the word anti- 
septic was scarcely in use in those early 
days,” I suggested. “How did you prevent 
epidemics from spreading?” 

“Well, the word antiseptic means simply

In a Class by itself in riverdom stands 
this Hardy's Colorado, or Rio Hardy as the 
Indians and Mexicans who live along its 
banks, and water tzeir crops from its over- 
flow, call it. For two months of the year 
it flows backward and carries fresh water 
from the flood of the main Colorado. At 
the height of this overflow it loses its iden- 
tity through most of its course, and forms 
but the center of a vast inland lake several 


hundred thousand acres in extent. For the 
next three months it drains the brackish 
water of this lake back into the Colorado 
and the Gulf of California, and at the end 
of that time finds itself little more than a 
great lagoon, from fifty to three hundred 
feet wide and a hundred and fifty miles 
long, carrying a sluggish flow of decidely | 
salt water. The lower seventy-five miles, 
of this distance is tidewater; that is, the: 
high tides at the full moons of each month!

They are now 
finding gold in the excavations being made 
at Teohuanaco, and that in the shape of gold 
and silver plates tacked to the heads of 
mummies and skulls. 


The building of the great granite cathedral 
in Cuzco, which stands on the plaza nea.’ 
the ancient site of one of the Inca palaces, 
was brought about by the discovery of an 
inca treasure. Its origin was in a miracu- 
lous dream of the bishop. In his dream the 
Virgin Mary appeared before the bishop, and 
told him that she wanted a cathedral in 
Cuzco. She fixed the location on the an- 
client plaza of the Incas and described the 
_ grand building as it now is. The bishop re- 
plied that his people were poor, that he had 
no money and that he could not possibly 
raise the sum needed. Thereupon the Ma- 
donna directed him to go to a place near 
Cuzco and dig. There he would uncover 
some of the lost treasures of the Incas. This 
was duly reported to the people, and, as the 
story goes, they went with the bishop in a 
great procession to the place designated. 
They dug down into the earth and there 
found a large store of gold. It was with this 
gold that they began the cathedral which al- 
though here far off from the sea, and be- 
tween the walls of the Andes, is one of the 
finest churches of the new world. 


I have already described the Cathedral of 
Cuzco. All told, it is perhaps more gorgeous 
than was Coricancha, the Inca Temple of the 
Sun. It is a vast museum of gold carvings 
and beautiful paintings. One of its treas- 
ures is a life-sized figure of the Christ fas- 
tened to a wooden cross by great nails of 
solid gold. The figure is decorated with 
jewels and the pedestal or car upon which 
the cross stands is plated with silver and 
incrusted with diamonds. 

This image is greatly revered by the In- 
dians and also by the other people of Cuzco. 
They carry it around through the streets on 
Good Monday, at which time they kneel 
down on the sidewalks and pray before it. 
They call it the Lord of the Earthquakes and 
believe that their city is safe from seismic 
disturbances as long as the annual proces- 
sion takes place. This comes trom a tradi- 
tion that the Christ was. once left in the 
church beyond the hour usually set for the 
procession, when the mountains began to 
sway, and an earthquake occurred which it 
was thought would swallow the city. There 
upon the Christ was brought out and the 
earth ceased its quaking. 

Another story of lost treasure relates to a 
Cuzco white man of Spanish descent whom 
the Lord blessed with numerous children. 
It is the custom here that a godfather shall 
look after and provide for his godchild; and 
so, as this man was poor, he tried to add to 
his resources by getting a corps of good god- 
fathers. So as the infants came one after 
another he named each in honor of one of 
the distinguished citizens of the town. The 
citizens, however, did not respond and the 
man grew poorer and poorer. At last he 
had had nine babies, each of whom had been 
given a rich godfather, but there was no help 
forthcoming. The father swore that he 
would leave the rich and choose as the pa- 
4ron of his next child the first man he met 
on the street after its birth. In due time the 
stork came.again, and the man, rushing out, 
saw a poor Indian driving a caravan of lia- 
mas into the town. He stopped him and 
told him he wanted him to be godfather to 
his child. The Indian objected, saying that 
he was poor and not fit to be godfather to a 
white child. The man then told of his vow 
and finally persuaded the Indian to accept 
the position. 

In due time the baby was baptized and the 
Indian appeared at the ceremony as its god- 
father. He kissed his godson as he left the 
church, and the next day came back into 
Cuzco with a score of llamas, loaded witn 
wood. He took this wood to the father of 
his godchild, saying that he had brought 
what he could, and that he must accept the 
wood as a gift. The man was thanked and 
the wood was duly stored away in the court 
of the house. Some time after that the bun- 
dies of sticks and roots were opened, and 
inside each was found a great bag of gola in 
nuggets and dust. In the meantime the In- 
dian had disappeared and could not 
be found. The man took the _ gold 
and built two large houses on the street 
called Triumph. If you do not believe this 
story, come to Cuzco, and the people will 
show you the street and point out the 
houses.

This 
treasure has long been searched for in vajn 
by both foreigners and Peruvians. Not 
long ago this old Indian woman, being about 
to die, sent word to a hacendado of Spanish 
descent for whom she had worked, asking 
him to hasten to her. He reached her hut 
in the mountains just in time to get her last 
message. This was that her maternal 
grandmother, who had died eighty years be- 
fore, had given her a word that would indi- 
cate where this treasure lay. The word was 
an Indian one, and it meant the Lake of the 
Two Stones. The old woman was ques- 
tioned, but she would tell nothing more. 
That night she died. The story went forth 
and the whole country was searched by 
treasure hunters, all seeking for the Lake of 
Two Stones. At last a narrow valley was 
discovered containing a lake in which there 
were two tall rocks rising high over the 
water. The investigators drained the lake. 
They dug down under the largest stone and 
there found a platform of masonry, covering 
a chamber in which the treasure was found. 
The secret was kept from _ the officials for 
fear of confiscation. And so no one knows 
just how much gold was discovered, but it 
was of such great value that it made all of 
those who participated in the division rich. 


Another of those Inca traditions relates to 
a cave in a mountain called Pelichau, near 


of the girl. The officers went to her hut, 
but they found that she and all the rest of 
the family had left for the mountains. And 
that was the last of the treasure. 


There are records left by the Spaniards 
describing several localities where they 
‘think some of these Inca treasures may be 
found. One of these is in Chapter V of the 
Derretero of Valverde. Valverde died in 
Spain, after having returned from the moun- 


tains of Lianganati, in Ecuador. He was 
known to have gone many times into the 
mountains and to have brought out a great 
quantity of gold whose character showed it 
to be a part of the treasures of Atahualpa. 
Upon dying, Valverde left directions giv- 
ing the route to where the gold lay, and the 
King of Spain sent this description to Am- 
bato, a town Row on the railroad between 
the coast and Quito, and ordered the officers 
there to search for the treasure. I under- 
stand that the manuscript of the King’s let- 
ter is still on record. I abbreviate the de- 
scription: It tells the searcher for the 
treasure to stand on the mountain of Guapa, 
with his back to Ambato, and look to the 
east. From there he will see three moun- 
tains in the form of a triangle surrounding 
an artificial lake, into which the ancients, 
when they heard of the death of the Incan

Many superstitious people 
have looked for that cave, but so far neither 
the cave nor the —_ has yet been discov- 
ered. 


A fairly well authenticated tradition refers 
to an Inca named Ruminagui, who is said to 
have carried away the gold and silver of 
Quito and buried them. These treasures 
were taken from the palaces of Atahualpa 
and from the temples and convents of the 
virgins of the sun at that place. It is said 
that some of the gold was started to Caja- 
marca in order that it might aid in freeing 
Atahualpa, but that Ruminagui feared the 
treachery of the Spaniards and buried the 
gold on the way. This story came to the 
Spaniards, and Sebastian de Benalcazar, one 
of the subordinate officers under Pizarro, 
took 150 men and started for Quito, search- 
ing along the path of Ruminagui, but find- 
ing nothing. 

In the meantime, Ruminagul had dug traps 
in the trails and made snares to destroy the 
enemy and their horses. He also set fire to 
Quito and killed the virgins of the sun be- 
fore Benalcazar appeared. He then climbed 
to the high mountain behind the city, where 
he was finally taken by Benalcazar. He was 
tortured to death to make him tell where the 
golden hoard was secreted, but he showed no 
sign of weakness, and the knowledge of the 
location of the treasure died with him. 


There is a story told in Cuzco of an Indian 
girl who was in love with a ‘Spaniard. 
The Spaniard had taken advantage of lier 
affection, but he would not make her a pro- 
posal of marriage until she told him that 
she could make him the richest man in Peru. 
He thereupon promised to marry her if she 
would prove that she could do what she pro- 
posed, and at her request went with her one 
night into the mountains. There he was 
blindfolded and led through ravine after ra- 
vine until he finally came to a cave. Here 
the bandages were taken off his eyes and his 
sweetheart said: 

“Behold! This is the gold that I am 
ready to give you when we are married.” 

The Spaniard looked down and saw a 
great pile of golden bars and a collection of 
golden vessels curiously carved. It is sup- 
posed that they were from the treasures of 
Atahualpa. The greedy man attempted to 
seize some of the largest pieces nearest him, 
but the girl pulled him back, saying: 
“Those things are sacred until we are wed- 
ded, and if you attempt to touch any of them 
or take away any, my friends who are here 
at hand will certainly kill you.” 

Thée girl was so earnest the

grew scared. He threw down the gold and 
submitted again to be blindfolded. When he 


following them he will finally come into a 
bog, filled with grains of gold that can be 
washed out in a stream near by, and still 
farther on is a stream cave where was the 
furnace through which the Indians melted 
their ores. This is on the left-hand side of 
the mountain. The directions are quite in- 
tricate, and so far no one has yet found the 
treasure, 


Returning again to the treasures of Ata- 
hualpa, buried by Ruminagui, there was an 
Indian boy named Catuna, the son of one of 
the Inca chiefs, who was with his father at 
the time the hoard was secreted. This boy 
was injured in one of the battles and was 
supposed to be dead. He was taken up by 
one of the Spaniards, and he recovered. His 
injuries were so severe, hdWever, that his 
features were distorted and he became 
hunchback. The Spaniard who adopted him, 
as it were, was a Capt. Suarez. He taught 
him to read and write, and made him a 
Christian. He treated the Indian boy so 
well that he came to love him, and his heart 
was filled with gratitude. 

Later on, Suarez became unfortunate in 
his speculations, and his house was about to 
be sold by his creditors, when Catuna told 
him that if he would make a secret vault un- 
der the residence and give him some instru- 
ments for gold smelting he could find 
enough gold to pay off his debts. He also 
made his master promise not to say where 
the gold came from. Suarez agreed to this, 
and Catuna supplied so much treasure that 
he became a rich man. He gave a great 
deal to the church, and when he died in 
1550 he made Catuna his heir. ° 

After that, Catuna gave very liberally to 
the church and he was known to have so 
much money that he was questioned as to 
the source whence he derived his great 
wealth. He answered that he had made a 
compact with the evil one, to whom he had 
sold his soul for this gold. This statement 
was credited, and the more easily because 
at that time the Indians were believed to 
have regular intercourse with the devil. 

After Catuna’s death his premises were 
searched and the vault was discovered. It 
contained a great quantity of gold in ingots 
and bars, and also in vessels of gold that 
evidently came from the Incas. The people, 
however, persisted in believing that the 
story of the pact with the devil was true, 
“and,” says Father Velasco, from whose let- 
ters this story comes, “the truth would have 
never been discovered if it had not been that 
Catuna’s confessor, a Franciscan monk, had 
left a written account of the burial of Ata- 
hulpa’s treasure, and his use of it, which 
had been confided to him.”

SHOULD THRIVE WITH ATTEN- 


TION TO THESE CONDITION, 


[Don't let your enthusiasm droop with the 
rise in the therm@meter if you want your 
poultry to thrive. Fowls are like humans in 
many respects. They like shady places to 
escape from the heat; cool, clean drinking 
water; clean houses and good food. 

It will pay you to provide these essentials, 
even at a little extra expense of money and 
energy. Read the following article to learn 
how.

] weather poultry enthusiasm  wilts. 
There is a lot of truth in that. June is 

the beginning of the hot period, and if there 

is a month in the year that requires more 

good work than another it is June. 

This is the month when the Grand Army 
of Lice are out in full force. They are pre- 
pared to do deadly work. There must be a 
strong effort made to rout them out. 

Lice annually destroy more poultry life 
than any other agency. They weaken the 
stock—they put them in such a condition 
that sickness and death are the result. Good 
poultrymen are prepared in advance. They 
started fighting lice in January, and they 
have kept it up ever since. The easiest 
way to conquer lice is to begin fighting 
while they are weak. 


T HAS been said that with the advent of 


‘markable how much a fow! finds to its lik- 


scum; and every day, before being filled, 
they should have a good rinsing. All drink- 
ing vessels should be kept in the coolest pos- 
sible place. Disease lurks in filthy drinking 
receptacles. 

Strict attention must be given to the qual- 
ity of the food. All articles of a heat-pro- 
during nature must be cut down in quan- 
tity. Corn or starchy matter, carbonaceous 
material, is necessary to a certain extent the 
entire year. It is required in order to prop- 
erly Dalance the ration. But to feed car- 
bonaceous foods in summer to excess will 
cause great suffering and loss. During win- 
ter fowls will need about 50 per cent. of 
carbonaceous matter, but during hot wea- 
ther the amount must be cut down to about 
25 per cent. Green food is both a medicine 
and a food, and should be plentifully sup- 
plied during the heated term. 

When it is noticed that the ground in the 
runs is becoming baked by the hot sun, or 
that it is becoming filthy, It should be plowed 
~a small hand plow being useful for this 
purpose. If this is done in the evening, the 
fowls next morning will have a happy time 
scratching and gathering worms. It Is re- 


ing in an upturned sofl. 

In feeding moist mashes during hot wea- 
ther, no more should be put in the troughs 
than the fowls will eat up clean in about an 
hour. Wet food sours quickly and, it, there- 
fore, should be a rule to visit all the flocks 
about an hour after feeding and remove all 
mash that is left in the troughs. 

It is also a dangerous practice to throw 
all sorts of slops and table refuse into the 


There should be a thorough cleaning of 
every house at least once a week. The 
droppings should be gathered and a reliable 
coal-tar-product should be painted over the 
roosts, in the nest . boxes and along the 
cracks and crevices. This will not only de- 
stroy myriads of vermin, but the fumes will 
kill whatever disease germs may be lboiter- 
ing about the premises. Disinfection is in- 
deed an important step. Tobacco stems 
used for nesting material, in place of hay or 
straw, is invaluable as a vermicide. The 
heat of the hen’s body sends the fumes from 
the tobacco up into the feathers, choking to 
death whatever insects come in contact 
with it. 


Whitewash a Splendid Cleanser. 


| 


A good coat of whitewash, once or twice 
during the summer season, brightens up the 
interior of the house and is excellent both as 
a vermin destroyer and a disinfectant. If 
zenoleum or carbolic acid is added to the 
wash it will be still more effective. 

The house made pure, and vermin de 
stroyed, the next important step is to make 

"the fowls comfortable, and keep them 80, 
It is not possible to entirely prevent fowls 
from suffering from the heat, but an effort 
ean be made that will save much of the dis 


runs. There is much of this that the fowls 
do not want, and in time this sours and 
taints the soil. Another matter worth con- 
sidering is to avoid throwing cracked corn 
on the ground. This often mildews over 
nfght, and has been the cause of more cases 


food should be fed in the scratching-shed, 
scattered among light litter. 


When the eggs are not required for hatch- 
ing, the male birds should be removed from 
the flocks, for two reasons: -First, unfer- 
tilized eggs will remain fresh twice as long 
as will those fertilized; and, second, the 
hens will be better prepared to shed their 
feathers in season if they are not harassed 
by the males. Eggs in summer should be 
gathered several times a day and kept in a 
cool place. 

Broody hens should be removed to quiet, 
comfortable pens, where they will gradually 
get over the broody fever. No harsh meth- 
ods should be employel in breaking up 
brooders, as considerable injury is often 
done by reckless, cruel treatment. 

Scaly legs on fowls is a condition due to 
uncleanliness, and where there is the least 
sign of this trouble prompt action should be 
taken. Grease of any kind is a remedy— 
coal oil and lard, equal parts, is an old-time 
and reliable treatment. One scaly-legged 
fowl in a flock will in time communicate the 
disease to other members while on the roost 
at night.

Strange Traditions. 
GOLDEN HOARDS BURIED IN THE 
HIGH ANDES. 


LAKE OF URCOS AND ITS CHAIN OF SOLID 
GOLD—NINETY MILLION DOLLARS WORTH 
OF GOLD GOTTEN FROM CUZCO BY THE 
SPANIARDS—THE DOLD-PLATED TEMPLES 
OF THE SUN AND MOON—HOW A BABY 
BROUGHT ITS DADDY UNTOLD WEALTH. 
THE TREASURES OF THE LAKE OF THE 
TWO STONES ANI THAT OF THE GRANITE 
GIANT NEAR CUENCA—INDIAN HUNCHBACK 
WHO SOLD HIMSELF TO THE DEVIL. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


RCOS (Peru.)—Have you ever heard of 
Ureos? it is a little mud town on the 

railroad between Cuzco and Lake Titi- 
caca. It is more than two miles above the 
sea, high up in the Andes and not far from 
Lake Urcos, in which are said to be buried 
treasures of the Incas worth many millions. 
When the Spaniards under Pizarro had 
killed the Inca King Atahualpa they marched 
upon Cuzco. The Indians knew their greed 
for the precious metals, and they took most 
of their treasures from the capital city and 
secretly buried them. According to tradi- 
tion, they threw millions of dollars’ worth of 
gold into this lake, and with other things 
the great golden chain that ran around their 
main plaza. This plaza remained intact un- 
til a few years ago. It was about 500 feet 
ong and several hundred feet wide, so that 
the length of the chain was probably be 
tween 1000 and 2000 feet. The chain was 
pure gold, wrought into links about a foot 
long and as large around as the wrist of a 


these hoards. They have already spent 
thousands of dollars, and are sinking more 
every day. While I was before the vault of 
the Cuzco Cathedral I was shown a golden 
box weighing thirty-six pounds, made of the 
plates that were torn from the Inca Temple 
of the Sun, and was told that that cathedral 
was largely built by Inca gold. 

I understand that the treasures of gold 
that were stored on the holy islands of the 
Sun and the Moon were thrown into Lake 
Titicaca, and I hear other traditions of the 
vast amounts of gold and silver the Span- 
jlards failed to get. That which they ob- 
tained was greater than the wealth of Croe- 
sus. The amount taken from the temples of 
Cuzco alone ig said to have been worth more 
than $90,000,000, and a part of this went to 
Cajamarca to free the Inca Emperor Ata- 
hualpa when he was treacherously impris- 
oned by Pizarro. The Inca Emperor had 
come in friendship. He was carried to Caja- 
marc: ina litter of massive gold covered 
with a cloth embroidered with the plumes of 
tropical birds. This cloth was studded with 
gold and silver plates. Atahualpa’s hair 
was decorated with gold. He had on a 
golden crown, and around his neck was a col- 
lar of emeralds. | 


At the start Pizarro treated Atahualpa 
well, but a little later on charged him with 
treachery, and put him in a prison about 
fourteen feet square. The Inca king took a 
stone and scratched a mark on the wall as 
high up as he could reach, telling Pizarro 
that he would fill the room to that height 
with gold if he could only be free. This 
proposition was accepted, and gold in the 
shape of vases, utensils and plates was 
brought in from all parts of the empire. It 


was melted down by the Indians under the] 


direction. of the Spaniards. When the 
prison room was filled to above the mark 
made by Atahualpa, he was released. But 
he was still kept under surveillance, and a 
little later was accused of plotting against 
the Spaniards. He was given a mock trial, 
and was condemned to be burned, his execu- 
tion being brought about largely by Friar 
Valverde, who was afterward made Bishop 
of Cuzco. 


During my stay in Cuzco I visited the 
Temple of the Sun, upon whose foundations 
now stand the church and convent of the 
Dominicans. This was known by the Incas 
as “The Coricancha”™ or the “place of gold.” 
It was rectangular on three sides, with a 
great oval at the back, and its walls were two 
stories high and altogether about 1200 feet 
long. These walls were surrounded by a 
thick cornice or border of gold about eight 
inches wide, and where the wall joined the 
roof there was a broad golden band. The 
roof was covered with gold, and the inner 
walls of the temple were literally plated with 
it, vegetables and vines of all sorts being en- 
graved upon them.~™ 

Opposite the entrance to the temple was a 
mighty plate of solid gold, heavily incrusted 
with emeralds and precious stones, This 
represented a human face surrounded with 
rays. It was the image of the sun whom the 
Incas worshiped, and used gold in doing so. 
They considered that metal sacred to the 
sun, and often referred to it as the tears of 
that heavenly body. On both sides of the 
image were the embalmed bodies of the 
Incas of the past, each seated on a chair of 
solid gold.

When the different pieces are as- 
sembled together spray the interior of the 
entire machine with some disinfectant. 
Then, when the time arrives for the next 
lot of eggs to be incubated in the fall 
months, the incubator will be found in 
prime condition for immediate use. 


{Southern Farm Journal:] I remember 
seeing folks try to break up setting hens by 
tying long rag strings to their tails. My! 
how those poor old hens did run; up hill, 
down hill, all over the place, like something 
possessed. Others would tie a broody .hen 
by the leg to a post or fence. There she 
would hop and struggle in vain, suffering 
in the hot sun, denied food or water. All 
this is cruel in'the extreme. It is perfectly 
natural for a hen to become broody. It is 
according to the laws of nature. If you do 
not want her to set try this plan: Place 
her in a clean, dry coop. Feed her liberally, 
allowing plenty of fresh water; continue 
kind treatment for three days. I've scarcely 
known a failure, and soon the hen is laying 
again. 

[Memphis Commercial Appeal:] Eggs, 
like milk, readily absorb odors about them. 


. They should never be packed in musty 


straw nor in bad smelling boxes. They 
should never be allowed to get wet. Such 
treatment will be noticed in the flavor with- 
in a few hours. The seasons also have an 
influence upon the flavor and keeping qual- 
ity of eggs. The March and April eggs are 
the best and can be kept the longest. The 
October and November eggs are the next 
best. The green grass and other things 
that hens eat while running at large in the 
summer injure the flavor, while the sum- 
mer heat debilitates the hen and robs the 
eges of firmness and keeping quality. 


[Baltimore American:] It is quite prob- 
able that the greatest source of loss among 
young chicks in all sections of the country 
is due to the disease or, more properly, 
group of disezses popularly known as white

about fifteen years ago. The mother hen is 
the original source of infection, the organ- 
ism being present in the ovary. Infection 
can apparently be spread from adult to 
adult. A varying proportion of the eggs 
laid by infected hens carry the organism in 
the yolk. Chicks produced from such eggs 
have the disease when hatched. Infected 
chicks spread the disease among their nor- 
mal companions through the medium of in- 
fected droppings. Chicks which survive 
the infection, at least the pullets, harbor the 
organism, which finally locates in the ovary. 
If such pullets are used for breeding the 
vicious circle is completed and the disease 
perpetuated in the flock in that manner. 


[New York Press:] The influence of the 
male in a Tlock is more potent than is sup 
posed. It it not difficult to find flocks in 
which uniformity prevails, although such 
birds were the offspring of a pure-bred male 
and hens of mixed breeding. With the use 
of pure-bred sires the second year the ad- 
vantage is much greater, as the character- 
istics of the sire are more firmly fixed. Ifa 
farmer having twenty-five hens raises a 
hundred chicks and increases their weight 
two pounds each at maturity he will add 
$20 to their value at 10 cents a pound, and 
for every extra cent a pound received he 
gains $10. Considering the fact that the 
cost of a male is but a few dollars, it pays 
to use the pure-breds. It must also be kept 
in view that not only weight and quantity 
are secured, but quality, choice poultry 
bringing more in the market than inferior 
stock. The inbreeding of poultry on farms 
will also be guarded against, the fowls be- 
coming hardier and a larger number of 
chicks raised. The gain from quantity and 
quality of poultry is not all. The egg-pro- 
ducing capacity of the flock will be im- 
proved and with an interest in thorough- 
breds will follow better care of the poultry.

cleaniiness—cthat ig the secret of it all. I 
really think that epidemics did not spread 
as readily in those days as they do now. 
One day one of the proprietors of the 
United States Hotel came into my office. I 
noticed that his face was red and swollen. 
He asked me to come to the hotel, as some- 
body had let loose a lot of frogs in his room. 
{ very quickly saw what was the trouble, 
told him to remain where he was, and went 
after his partner. The man had smallpox. 
The partner sent the hotel omnibus for him, 
and took him to a place where he could be 
isolated, and I could attend him. This mat- 
ter disposed of, the omnibus went back into 
hotel service, without disinfection, carrying 
passengers. No one was taken with the 
disease.” 

Dr. Widney was the founder of the med- 
ical school in Los Angeles, established in 
1885. It was first located on Aliso street, 
between Center and Lyons, opposite the 
brewery which stands on the site of the old 
Vignes vineyard. The house itself had been 
occupied by Vache Freres, vintners, the 
cellars being used to store wines, a firm 
still in existence now on Alameda and Com. 
mercial. The school was founded under 
the auspices of the University of Southern 
California. Dr. Widney was dean for ten 
years, and also filled the chair for theory 
and practice of medicine and medico-Latin. 
The school was later removed to Buena 
Vista street—now North Broadway, and is 
under the auspices of the State University. 
Dr. Widney donated the property and a 
large sum of money to its establishment. 
The first class was graduated in 1888. 

Dr. Widney has been closely identified 
with the development of Los Angeles, was 
one of the prime movers in State division, 
and has written notable books. He is a 
man of large intellectual attainments, and 
is crowning his days with a wonderful 
anthropic work. 

“I was very fortunate when I first came 
to Los Angeles in February, 1868,” declared 
Dr. Joseph Kurtz. “Dr. Den handed over 
to me his practice in obstetrics and mid- 
wivery. Dr. H. T. Hayes went away to 
his brother-in-law, who was Ambassador 
to Japan, and left his general practice to 
me. Drs. Den, Hayes and Griffin were the 
physicians of the city when I came, al- 
though Drs. Widney, Orme, Eichler, Sta- 
nawly, Wise, Lindley, Lasher, Brainerd, 
Richardson, Worthington and others fol- 
lowed soon after. Dr. Henry Worthington 
was my partner for twelve or thirteen 
years. We of the fraternity aa nicknames 
for each other. There was ‘Holy Gee’ 
Brainerd—because his initials were H. G.; 
‘El Doctor Colorado’ Den-—-because of Dr. 
Den's red hair; ‘El Doctor Cito Colorado’— 
myself, because I also had red hair, and 
was short to boot.

Dr. Kurtz is hale and hearty, with a large 
family of lovely grandchildren, whose bright 
young faces and ringing laughter fill his 
home with sunshine. 

Dr. H. Nadeau, who came in 1876, has 
bachelor quarters in the Hellman building. 
He does not engage in regular practice, al- 
though he does not refuse an urgent re- 
quest, and always responds where there is 
no money fora fee. He is frequently called 
for consultations by the _ well-to-do, 
charges commensurate with his valuable 
services.

In United 
States parlance this means, “Turkeys go in 
bands; the eagle is a solitary bird.” 

Now my fellow-creatures, dearly beloved 
brethren, all made by the same dear God, 
you humans are very much like beasts and 
birds and fishes. The Hagle has seen men 
with faces very aquiline, with heads 
very leonine, still another with beaks 
like hawks, some with necks like bulls, oth- 
ers with bodies as awkward as an old cow, 
many with fronts like rams, and others look 
like sharks or other denizens of the deep. 
Then there are commonplace men who are 
just like turkeys or geese, making an awful 
lot of noise about nothing, and there are 
some human beings that have no more cour- 
age than a dove and others with no more 
vitality in them than a barnyard sparrow. 

The Eagle naturally likes most men of the 
aquiline type and loves to hear about them 
from the pages of history or in the current 
literature of the day. The Hagle has been 
perched on the friendly shoulders of a hu- 
man companion recently looking over a 
book about one of the most aquiline men 
that ever lived, and the book is by a man of 
the same type. The author is known as 
Lord Rosebery, an Englishman, and the 
book concerns the last days of Napoleon a 
prisoner on the island of St. Helena. The 
story is pathetic in the extreme, and it is 
told in exceedingly eloquent phrase. One 
thing that pleased the Eagle about it is that 
although written by an Englishman, and al- 


memory justice, yet Lord Rosebery not only 


| does this, but, metaphorically speaking, lays 


the lashes of a cat-o’-nine-tailg on the backs 
of his countrymen of a century ago in bit- 
ter irony, biting sarcasm and fiercely elo- 
quent invective. 

The perusal of the book brought to mind 
the history of this aquiline man in a way 
that has filled the Eagle's heart and mind. 
He sees the little Corsican, small of stature 


French army, leaning against a lamp post 
as the Parisian mob, beastly ignorant, devil- 
ishly vicious, miserably poor, downtrodden, 
in despair rising against their oppressors, 
royalty, nobility, hierarchy and wealth, and 
as he saw the diabolical actions of that 
wild mob the little subaitern officer 
shrugged his shoulders and, his face 
wreathed in a grim smile, said: “If I were 
the King of France I would turn loose a park 
of artillery down that street and sweep that 
dog kennel into the Seine.” 

That was when the last quarter of the sev- 
enteenth century was drawing to a close, 
and in one generation of men Napoleon's 
career outmatched anything in human his- 
tory. The retreat of Xenophon and his ten 
thousand from Babylon to the Euxine Sea, 
and all the conquests of Alexander of Mac- 
edon from the beginning until he sat weep- 
ing “for more worlds to conquer” were noth- 
ing to the achievements of this little Latin 
man from the island of Corsica. 

The Eagle can close his eyes and see him 
at Marengo, at the bridge of Lodi, at Auster- 
litz, and can follow him through the inva- 
sion of Russia, watching the Kremlin go up 
in flames and the whole of the Russian cap?i- 
tal Moscow crumble into ashes. And then 
following the French army in the retreat 
from Russia, men from the warm valieys of 
the south and from the beautiful plains of 
France traveling through snow and wading 
icebound rivers through all the terrors of 
a Russian winter, including the crossing of 
the Beresino, with the Cossack cavalry hang- 


ing upon the flanks of the hungry. sleepless, 


weary, half-naked, wholly hungry French 
soldiers like a pack of fierce wolves hanging 
on the flanks of a herd of caribou up im the 
wilds of North America in a similar semi- 
arctic winter. 

We can look down upon Dresden and see 
every crowned head in Europe prostrate at 
Gen. Bonaparte’s feet, can see him in Paris 
with the Pope of Rome crowning him Em- 
peror of the French and impatient at the 
slowness of the great prelate, snatching the 
crown out of his hands and placing it upon 
his own head. So we follow this Eagle-man 
to Elba with his empire shrunk inlo a little 
island scarcely as big as a farm, watch his 
escape from there, his return to Paris, and 
again taking the field with an army of en- 
thusiastic followers numbering 100,000. All 
this was followed by the allied forces of all 
Europe gathering around Waterloo on the 
plains of Belgium where the victor of so 
many battles was the victim of this final 
one, 

Then when they caught him they were 
afraid to let him live guarded by a regiment 
of soldiers in England or any other part of 
Europe, and sent him away to a torrid, sun- 
baked rock in mid-Atlantic off the coast of 
Africa. In the language of another: “Oh, 
what-a fall was there, my countrymen!” 
Cardinal Wolsey regrets his terrible fall, 
and says, when a man falls as he does, “He 
falls like Lucifer, never to rise again.” If 
there ever was a fall like Lucifer’s it was 
that of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

He is seen one day at Dresden with all 
Europe at his feet and all the crowned heads 
of Europe casting their diadems before him 
as if he were a very god. The scene 
changes and we see him penned on this 
island in its most rugged and inaccessible 
place, his palace a cow-house infested by 
rats in hundreds, his sleep disturbed by 
African mosquitoes in greater numbers, his 
retinue shrunk to two or three devoted fol- 
lowers of his fortunes, and several of the 
great powers of Europe with commission- 
ers to watch him, guarded as he is by a regl- 
ment of soldiers, with muskets and cannon, 
and the island surrounded by the swiftest 
war vessels of the day, all Europe actually 
panic-stricken at one man. 

He said hithself: ‘I have made courtiers; 


I never tried to make friends.” And his two 
or three attendants say that even for them 
he had mo friendship. He was very aloof to 
all people, as much so as the very Eagle that 
wings ite way through the heavens. And a 
cow-house for a palace, the little retinue of 
three faithful servants for courtiers, with all 
the discomfort of the rate and the mosgel- 
toes, were not half so annoying to this 
Eagle-man as were his captors and guard- 
lans, cowardly as sparrows, unsympathetic 
as vultures, and loquacious as geese. ' There 
is no such anti-climax in all history as this 
successful general, this grand emperor, 
lodged as he was, with the surroundings 
that were his, and guarded by men Ike Gir 
Hudson Lowe and Lord Bathurst. No infa- 
mous ignominy could be heaped upon a 
man’s head that they neglected to visit 
fallen greatness with in the person of Napo- 
leon. 

They squabbied about what title should be 
given him, while he insisted with firm dig- 
nity that he be addressed as Emperor and 
treated with imperial deference. When a 
letter from that horrible boor Sir Hudson 
Lowe was handed to him addressed to Gen. 
Bonaparte he returned it to the bearer with 
the remark full of dignified self-respect: 
“Ah, this, is for Gen. Bonaparte. The last 
time I saw him was on the battlefield of 
Austerlitz.” This remark recalls to the 
English mind a remark of our own aquiline 
man, Gen. Washington, to whom Gen. ,Clin- 
ton, the English commander, sent a letter 
addressed to Mr. Washington, and the great 
American put it in his pocket unopened, with 
the dry remark: “Ah, Mr. Washington is a 
planter down in Virginia. I shall take pleas 
ure in seeing that this letter reaches him 
after the war is over.” 

And if anyone thinks that war was all that 
Napoleon was capable of he had better rea4 
the Code Napoleon and study the French 
laws. He was not only the greatest general 
of his time, but also the greatest statesman

Hence not only swat the mosquito but elim- 
inate its breeding places. If these cannot 
be drained an application of distillate will 
stop its breeding. Drainage and distillate 
are cheaper than disease.

Truly Immense industries. 


HBPRE are in the State of California 
seventy-five breweries, representing 
, an investment of $50,000,000. They 
employ 4000 work receivihg salaries 
which amount pate ae | to over $6,000,000, 
They use up in a year raw material 
amounting to $3,500,000, and pay to the gov- 
ernment in excise tax more than $1,350,000, 
and in the State taxes amounting to $1,000,- 
000. In the viticultc.al industry there is 
invested as much as $150,000,000, and the 
grapes are worked up in 700 wineries, giv- 
ing employment to more than 15,000 per- 
sons. Licenses paid in California a year 
by saloons amount to something like 
$4,000,000. There are about 5000 restau- 
rants that.serve aleoholic beverages, and 
5000 saloons, representing an investment of 
$10,000,000. They pay to the government of 
the State, counties and municipalities more 
than $3,000,000, and employ more than 
22,000 persons. It is said that as many as 
112,000 persons earn their living constantly 
in these establishments. The vineyards 
cover an extent of 200,000 acres. 


Hurrah for Torrance! 

HREE years ago crops of barley and 

hay were harvested where the city of 
Torrance now stands. The promoters of 
this wonderful city have now adopted the 
slogan, “Torrance—10,000 in 1916.” It is 
one of the most admirably planned and ad- 
mirably managed industrial cities in the 
world. The Llewellyn Iron Works will have 
there seven buildings that cost $750,000. 
When in operation it will add 1000 work- 
men to the population of the city. There 
will follow the Acme Brass Foundry, and 
then the larfest enterprise will be the Pa- 
eific Electric car-building shops to employ 
perhaps 2000 workmen. There are four en- 
terprises which are expected to give the 
town its 10,000 population, and all by the 
end of five years after the last barley crops 
were harvested. 


Municipal Dock Nearly Ready. 

HE last reinforced concrete piles for the 

big municipal dock No. 1 in the outer 
Los Angeles Harbor are in place, and the 
dock will be ready by the end of the month. 
It will be 2525 feet long, and will cost 
$450,000. There are more than 1200 great 
concrete piles in place to support the wharf, 
and 1100 sheet piles to hold the filled land 
back of the wharf. The dock is all to be 
covered with asphalt surface, and it is 
looked upon by shippers as the most sub- 
stantial and expensive wharf in the world. 


Will Pay ite Own Way. 


HE great aqueduct running from the 

Sierras nearly 250 miles over hill and 
dale, through desert and valley, to Los An- 
geles, is practically an accomplished fact. 
The first sale of water to outside communi- 
ties has been made, being purchased by the 
residents of the San Fernando Valley, and 
the chief engineer, William Mulholland, has 
assured the City Council that it will not 
cost the municipality a cent but will pay its 
own way. The city’s part in the construc- 
tion of this outside system is estimated at 
$1,500,000, of which the reservoir at Chats- 
worth costs about $600,000. The San Fer- 
nando people have agreed to pay $214,000, 
the valley's proportion of the cost of the 
Los Angeles trunk line. This has been 
built, and the water revenue is estimated to 
pay the rest of the expense. 


Anaheim in Vanguard.

The herding 
of the poor in barracks is a difficult opera- 
tion without involving the spread of dis- 
ease, and is also accompanied by other in- 
conveniences and discomforts to the. in- 
mates. The cottage system should give the 
indigent of that county a more homelike 
life, and in the end not cost the taxpayers 
any more, if as much. 


A Good Programme. 

NOTABLE gathering took place at Co- 

vina the other day, where at a banquet 
250 orange growers from near by and far 
assembled to hear addresses from experts. 
The principal speaker was G. Harold Pow- 
ell, manager of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Exchange, who told them that the next 
ten years should be devoted to working out 
a programme for more efficiency. The or- 
ange industry of the State is pretty well 
developed, and its permanence assured. 
Now will come the work of evolving better 
qualities and better graded fruit. With the 
tariff off, the competition with European 
orchards for the markets of the Eastern 
States of America will be sharp. This can 
be overcome possibly by the intelligence 
and energy of the American growers, vastly 
superior to those of the growers on the 
Mediterranean. Yet those Mediterranean 
orange and lemon growers heve had long 
experience in the work and are exceedingly 
skillful in neagly every way. They had an 
expert American over there three years ago 
teaching them how to combat insect pests 
injurious to the citrus fruit trees. The 
groves are nearly all small, and most of the 
work is done by hand. The orange growers 
of Valencia, Spain, are particularly indus- 
trious and skiliful, not letting a weed put 
its head above the ground anywhere in 
their orchards. The lemon growers of Sic- 
ily are less careful and more slovenly in 
their management of their groves. But 
there is no waste in the European groves 
of either lemons or oranges, the culls being 
all carefully worked up into by-products. 
Mr. Powell pointed out to his audience an- 
other field in this for the future develop- 
ment of the citrus fruit industry which it 
will be necessary to cultivate carefully to 
compete with the foreign growers. 


Next Highway Work. 

N THE last three years the State of Cali- 

fornia has accomplished a marvelous 
work in the construction of good roads. The 
State never appropriated money to better 
purpose than the $18,000,000 secured through 
the instrumentality of Gov. Gillett during 
his incumbency of the executive office, and 
the county of Los Angeles never devoted 
money to a better purpose than the $3,000,- 
000 put into the county good roads. By a 
year from now, when the great exposition 
is in full swing at San Francisco, visitors 
to the State from all over the world will 
find unspeakable enjoyment in bowling 
along the smooth highways in automobiles. 
It is going to be a drawing card when these 
tourists return home and relate their ex- 
periences. But even when the good roads 
are all constructed and measures taken for 
their permanent upkeep the work will not 
be done. Already down in Orange county, 
at Santa Ana, the County Board of Forestry 
is actively engaged planning the aligning of 
the roads with ornamental trees. In the

N A QUARTER of a century the develop-

Why Butter Spoils. 


The Bureau of Animal Industry in Wash- 
ington has just concluded some interesting 
experiments showing the susceptibility of 
milk and its products to deterioration in 
quality, taste and smell by reason of the 
slightest contact with # ~* ordinary met- 
als. 

Butter was made frou. eam to which 
iron had been added in tne proportion of 
one part of iron to a million parts of the 
cream, It was then held at a temperature 
of eight degrees Fahrenheit and its quali- 
ties ascertained at regular intervals over a 
period of six months. 

The process of churning had doubtless 
eliminated much of the iron and yet the 
butter fell off very rapidly both in quality 
and taste because of the infinitesimal 'quan- 
tity of the metal that remained in it. This, 
in the view of the experts, suggests an ex- 
planation of the fishy, or oily, or metallic 
tastes so often observed in milk or butter. 

Simple contact with iron or copper is 
quite sufficient to impregnate milk with 


these metals to a degree which, even if 


minute, nevertheless affects the taste of its 
products as well as of itself. And investt- 
gators assure us that such contact is very 
frequent in the average dairy, where milk 
ig often handled in vessela in which these 
metals are exposed by means of rust, hard 
usage or continuous wear.

Barbers of the World. 

{New York Sun:] The barber shops of 
the United States and Canada are the finest 
in the world and charge the highest prices. 
Comparatively few cities of Europe use 
American chairs and many of these run their 
barber shops in connection with men’s fur- 
nishing stores. 

In most European cities a haircut and a 
shampoo costs 6 cents, and in parts of Lon- 
don a shave costs four cents. In some Ital- 
ian cities 1 cent is charged for a shave and 
2 cents for a haircut, and in Turkey barbers 
take their entire pay in tips. 

Many German barbers make wigs and 
switches while waiting for customers, and 
many French barbers do ladies’ hair dress- 
ing. Austrian barbers are compelled to 
serve apprenticeships of four years, on pay 
beginning at 41 cents a week and ending at 
$1.02 a week, before they can own their 
shops. 

Syrian barbers seat their customers in 
straight-backed chairs before tiny wall mir- 
rors, and fix queer-shaped pans about their 
throats. Then they rub on with their fin- 
gers lather made from cheap soap. 

In India your barber calls at your house 
and shaves- you every morning for $2 a 
month. 

In China the barbers carry stools,” small 
tubs, razors and scissors about the streets, 
stopping on the sidewalks to perform their 
work, just as scissors grinders do in Amer- 
ica.

Suggestions. 


{Baltimore American:] To clean enam- 
eled ware or granite utensils, whose con- 
tents have burned, fill with cold water, add 


a plece of washing soda size of an egg and 
heat the water to a boiling point. Then 
wash at once and burned parts can be easily 
cleaned. 

Rusted ironware or sinks may be cleaned 
by smearing with fat or grease, then cov- 
ered with quicklime and left for a few 
hours. Wash off with hot water, to which 
a large amount of common soda has been 
added, and use a cloth tied to the sink 
broom so as to avoid touching with the 
hands. This ig a great help to persons 
moving into a house which has been vacant 
a long while and where the sink is all 
rusted. 

A small piece of charcoal placed in your 
meat larder will keep the meat sweet and 
wholesome. Charcoal is a great disinfect- 
ant. 

To clean fine laces (either black or 
white,) soak them for half an hour, cover 
ing so as to prevent evaporation in alcohol. 
Then rub in the alcohol till the lace is all 
clean, squeeze dry and pull out the edges 
very carefully. Press until dry.

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Auto Suggestion. 
HOW TO MAKE IT AND MAKE 
EFFECTIVE. 
By Edward B. Warman, 


HILE the unexpressed thought may 

geem all-sufficient, the expressed or 

vocalized thought will prove much 
more efficient. For the same reason praying 
aloud is much more effective than silent 
prayer—more effective’ as far as the peti- 
tioner is concerned. We all know that a 
prayer may be and frequently is the un- 
uttered desire of the heart and need not be 
voiced in order to be known to the Giver of 
all good gifts; but when one gets in a tight 
place he “cries aloud.” There is not only a 
relief, but a reflex strengthening in the 
voiced petition or even in the prayer of 
thankfulness. 

Ingersoll said: “One does not think of 
giving thanks at a banquet, but when he sits 
down to a crust of bread and a glass of wa- 
ter, he gives thanks for the bread.” 

The reason that oral suggestion is much 
more effective than silent suggestion is that 
by the former method you reach the objec- 
tive as well as the subjective mind and you 
reach it more directly. It is in the objec- 
tive mind that the greatest trouble lies—-the 
holding of doubts, fears, wrong conclusions, 
etc.; the subjective mind is the power be- 
hind the throne. The dynamic thought- 
force—the energizing principle of the soul— 
with all ite wonderful power has, neverthe- 
less, certain limitations. This may be con- 
sidered an admission of weakness, but it is, 
instead, an admission of facts after about 
thirty years of observation and experience 
in the field of suggestion. It is true all 
things—all things reasonable—are possible 
with God, but when He reckons with man, 
a free mora! agent, “ay, there’s the rub”— 
and “the rub” in this case, is that objective 
mind. 

Another point which I wish to impress: 
In order to change an undesirable condition 
it should not be fought, but, instead, forgot- 
ten, and a different and superior condition 
substituted in the mind and impressed upon 
the subjective mind. Why? Because we 
give effectiveness to that which we con- 
sciously resist and oppose. While all sug- 
gestions may be objectively (consciously) 
considered, only those of positive value 
should be subjectively (subconsciously) im- 
‘pressed and held. The probable tendency 
‘and final effect of all suggestions and auto- 
suggestions should be carefully considered 
from all conceivable points of view before 
permitting them to be impressed upon the 
subjective mind. 

The creative energies of thought act in 
both mind and cell structure, and create 
after the subjective pattern. The mind un- 
consciously acts in the direction of a ten- 
dency, but tendencies may be controlled by 
controlling desires. Desires can be created 
or eliminated. Controlled tendencies deter- 
mine action. Ideas held in the objective 
mind become predominating and are the 
ideas most‘used by the creative energies. 
Let us practically apply this. You desire 
health and “strength. There must be co 
operation or an agreement resulting in 
harmony between the objective and sub- 
jective mind; therefore, I would voice 
the desire, saying — HEALTH AND 


STRENGTH TO MY ENTIRE BODY. Say 
‘it until you believe it will be so. Mere 
telling the subjective mind is not sufficient. 
An impression must be made through feel- 
ing it must be so. Mere words are often 
caught in the mental machinery and never 
get any further. If you find yourself waver- 
ing in your faith, say: “I believe: help 
thou my unbelief.” 

When you recall the fact that thought 
takes form in action—especially vocalized 
thought—you will begin to realize what it 
means to say:

Hands Soft and White. 

{Washington Post:] Use a soap rich in 
oil and containing no alkali to crack and 
harden the skin. Castile soap is good, but 
there are other good soaps that are just as 
suitable. After the hands have been 
cleansed and thoroughly rinsed, a lather 
made from the soap should be rubbed into 
the hands and wrists. Continue the rub- 
bing until all the lather has been absorbed 
or there is very little to wipe away. The 
oil feeds the skin, keeps it soft, and pre 
vents the shriveled appearance and feeling 
which comes, especially to hands that are 
kept for long periods in hot water. Mands 
thus treated are soft and white. It is im- 
portant to remember that the lather which 
is rubbed in is not the lather with which 
the hands are cleansed, but a fresh lather, 
made after the cleansing has been com. 
pleted. 


To Clean White Silk. 

An easy way to clean white silk without 
using gasoline is to lay it on a sheet o' 
soft, white tissue paper, cover it thickly 
with flour, lay another sheet of tissue paper 
on top and roll it up as tight as pos- 
sible. Leave it for a few days, and then 
take it out and shake it well. Be sure to 
use white tissue paper and not colored for 
wrapping the silk. 


Primrose Poisoning. 
Devotees to this charming flower, who are 
sometimes bothered by an unaccountable 
rash, may stop to consider whether they are 
susceptible to this form of plant polsoning, 
instead of blaming the much-abused liver. 
It is like the strawberry, and sea-food pot 
sons that, fortunately, affect few persons, 
but some of these cases are as severe as 
bad cases of ivy poisoning, which go 
through the entire system and affect every 
organ of secretion before they are finally 
eliminated.

cent cheaper than under the high 
tariff. 

The putting of raw material on the 
free list came with promise to stimu- 
late American industries by import- 
ing this from abroad, and this other 
false prophecy has not been fulfilled 
in a single instance. American busi- 
ness has been stagnant all over the 
country in spite of plenty of money, 
good crops, and every other stimulus 
that might be given to business. Im- 
ports and exports are both smaller 


|and dwindling lower and lower. 


And this has always been s0. 
Whenever American industries have 
been protected they have prospered. 
Whenever the American people have 
been generally employed at good 
wages they have bought domestic 
and foreign goods and kept the 
wheels turning at home and abroad. 
America is one of the most populous 
countries in the world, its people 
spend more than any other people in 
the world, and when they prosper all 
the world prospers with them, and 
when depression hits our shores it 
spreads like the plague in ever-widen- 


ing circles until it embraces the 
world.

F one were to form an opinion from 
the number of helpful, inspiring and 
informing articlés one sees in the pub- 
lic press and magazines, the purpose 
of which is to increase our efficiency, 
he must believe that the entire Ameri- 
can nation is striving for such an end— 

And this is so. 

The American Man because the race is 
swifter every day: competition uw keener 
and the stronger the man the greater his 
capacity to win. The stronger the man 
the stronger his will and brain, and the 
greater his ability to match wits and win. 
The greater his confidence in himself the 
zreater the confidence of other people in 
him, the keener his wit and the clearer 
his brain. 

The American Woman because she 
must be competent to rear and manage 
the family and home, and take all the 
thought and responsibility the 
shoulders of the man whose present-day 
business burdens are all that he can carry. 

Now, what are we doing to secure that 
efficiency? Much mentally, some of us 
much physically, but what is the trouble? 

We are not really efficient more than 
half the time. Half the time blue and 
worried—all the time nervous—some of 
the time really incapacitated by iliness. 

There is a reason for this—a practical 
reason, one that has been known to phy- 
sicians for quite a period and will be 
known to the entire world ere long. 

That reason is that the human system 
does not, and will not, rid itself, of all the 
waste which it accumulates under our 
present mode of living. No matter how 
regular we are, the food we eat and the 
sedentary lives we live (even though we 
do get some exercise) make it impossible;

To clean the clock, 
you would not put acid on the parts, 
though you could probably find one that 
would do the work, nor to clean the engine 
would you force a cleaner through it that 
would injure its parts; yet that is the pro- 
cess you employ when you drug the system 
to rid it of waste. | 

You would clean your clock and engine
